A sense of direction 

The impact we have needn't be determined by the level of the class struggle. 

Anarchism, the collective desire for a state-less, class-less society depends on the abolition of advanced 
capitalism. Not only do "we carry a new world in our hearts" but in the way we organise 
and the objectives we set. 

The anarchist group isn't only an alliance of activists who combine to strengthen direct action trends in 
struggles, it is also an (imperfect) community which prefigures elements of an anarchist society in terms of 
mutual aid, social responsibility and individual expression. This is widely understood in the 
present reincarnation of the anarchist group in Glasgow 

What is less appreciated is the way this need to create a community of "enlightened egotists" impinges on 
our approach to the question of class. Our appeal and unity of purpose is best served by being 
Anti-class. By this I don't mean cross-class, which invariably leads to middle class domination of a 
group. Similarly, although it is more of a "guts response" to fashion the group as working class, it can limit 
and distort the ultimate objectives to promote the appeal of a class-less society. 

When leftists think about "class" it is in terms of Mass. The Class is an object to be manipulated and kick- 
started into a movement which they lead. Working class is a category of capitalism, and as the system of 
production changes so do the relations of classes. The time-lag between revolutionaries appreciating this 
development can lead us to seek the security of an image of working class life which is out-of-step with the 
aspirations of individuals. 

As a member of the Counter Information collective, I see publishing first-hand reports of resistance as 
important. As a member of the Here & Now collective, I recognise a role for skeptical appraisal of changes 
in society,not necessarily linked to proposals for action. At this moment, the anarchist group can 
achieve its greatest impact by advancing the spread of an anarchist community, and 
highlighting the appeal of such a community in hostile, selfish times. 

We can combat barbarism in practice, not to "take people off the streets" but to strengthen a 
revolutionary approach to everyday life. Proposals to set up an anarchist centre, popularise 
anarchist ideas by accessible propaganda(such as stickers),organise a social dimension to the 
group(recognising the situation of women with children, elderly comrades etc) can be viewed within this 
community approach. We need to carefully go about this,weighing up what we want from a centre,being 
aware but not paranoid about security implications, whether we can link with linked projects, and be 
conscious that this could be a long-haul, at least to a place which would satisfy all of our needs. 

There are many diversions, some of which will be worthwhile, others which could be counter-productive. 
As we grow more confident of our collective identity and direction, we are free to make our views 
known/offer support (where desireable) to struggles. We are under no obligation to throw ourselves into 
struggles for the sake of it. On the other hand, if we are too preoccupied by our own community 
spirit, we could become detached from positive future developments. We have to be wary of 
having our energies diverted by strident appeals such as anti-fascism. Fascism and its opposition have a 
limited effect on most people. Even in youth culture few are obsessed with the threat of fascism, and its 
contradictory opposition, part related to appeals to the State to improve policing. Groups can be consumed 
by the logic of anti-fascist organising, and any distinctive anarchist appeal lost in leftist vigilantism. 

Some of the best insights into culture such as Mike Leigh films, Ken Loach's "Riff Raff \Roddy Doyle's 
"The Snapper" capture and depict elements of class society, complete with the contradictory reactions of 
people trying to realise their own 'dream* or vision of something better. We should rethink how we 
communicate with people, whether using the written word or otherwise. Strident leftist posturing "cuts 
no ice" today, and views such as anti-money, consumerism, waste on a global scale, can all be the subject 
of humour and mirth, not necessarily satirical which undermine objections to our ideas as 'loony'. 

In setting ourselves the challenge of re-inventing the skill of communication, we will make 
mistakes, experiment and hopefully learn along the way. Combined with occasional activism, the 
security & potential of having a base, the appeal of an open community with an 
expansive outlook, the fun aspect of revolution, and an aims & principles(that makes 
reference to sexism/sexualityon racism, internationalist outlook etc), we can look forward to a future 
with a sense of purpose!

And of course because they do so little in Parliament, most of them have 
time for other jobs on the side. Not the kind of second jobs that many of us 
are forced to take on to survive from week to week - cleaning schools and 
offices and so on. Our MP's second and third jobs are phoney baloney 
nice little earners dreamed up by their equally crooked pals in the City. 

But then of course they have two or three (or more) houses to keep, and 
the occasional castle. They have duck ponds and duck houses to maintain, 
and moats to clean. After all, who wants a dirty moat! 

It's time for us, the general public, to waken up and get angry. These 
crooks, these Honourable gentlemen, should be in jail - not in Parliament!

If we look at them together, the Child Support Act, 
the abolition of Legal Aid, the Care In The 
Community Act, and the constant run-down of 
health and education, are all making daily life 
unlivable for the majority of the population. Add to 
these water privatisation, VAT on fuel, light and heat, 
and we begin to put into context the real brutality of our 
Government. We, and our children, are suffering 
needlessly, but we can fight back if we realise that this 
dire situation can unite us in opposition. An essential 
part of any fight-back is to draw these issues together 
and fight them as one. The sad fact is that a lot of us 
will have to fight back simply to survive. You may well 
be apathetic to politics but politics is coming to 
get you. 

The Government have learned their lesson from the mass 
opposition to the Poll Tax. They have abandoned their 
plans to make the 'poor pay' and, if anything, they have 
intensified their attack. They have re-thought their strategy 
and now their big plan is to split up any opposition, to divide 
it up to make it less effective. Remember too that these new 
Acts also include attempts to obstruct any legitimate protest 
by cynically removing all access to legal representation. 
This is simply an effort to make sure that anyone who will 
not comply with the legal fraud, lies, and propaganda, is 
silenced. 

The Government knows full well the extent of the misery 
they are causing. In fact, they are counting on it causing 
enough misery, despair, and hopeless apathy, thatthey will 
get away with it. It is not incompetence or ignorance at work 
here. They have been systematically attacking the poor for 
the last 14 years. Can anyone point to one Act of 
Government over these years which has done anything 
other than take money and rights away from the poor 
and given them to the rich? Our aim must be to reverse 
this process and that struggle is simple: to fight poverty and 
oppression. 

Power 

Make no mistake, the new levels of poverty created by 
these attacks on our standard of living are appalling. They 
represent the depths of depravity the Government are 
willing to sink to. Their main targets are those who are 
already receiving a pittance that is grossly inadequate to 
their needs. The new rules conspire to reduce this even 
further, particularly the Child Support Act which puts people 
through an unjust and disgusting interrogation process. It 
is a total intrusion into our personal lives. And the misery 
only starts there. After the inevitable deduction of benefit 
from those who fail to comply, we will have to face the wrath 
of nice Mr Major's classless society. Somehow, we will 



have to find the money for extortionate water, heat and 
light bills. Somehow, we will have to find the means of 
looking after aged parents. Somehow, we will have to find 
the means of looking after the mentally ill and the physically 
and mentally handicapped. The suicidal list goes on and 
on. It is not even worth having a nervous breakdown about 
it all because you will be shoved back out on to the streets: 
another victim of the Care In The Community Act. 
This is our future if we don't fight back. Is the present reality 
really any different? Mr. Major has already been making 
speeches which promise his rich friends and bankers thai 
there is more to come for the unemployed. He is ready to 
hand out the punishment of 'Community Service' in the 
form of Workfare (much in the manner as the Courts do 
because the jails are full) only we are not even going to be 
given a decent trial. 

Corruption 

The root cause of this misery has come down from the 
Treasury, who will save millions by stealing from us, the 
poor. The Treasury is not interested in humanitarian 
concerns, it deals solely in hard cash. It also performs the 
dubious task of being the voice of government to the 
financial world while, at the same time, being the voice of 
the financial world to the government. The top Treasury 
staff are composed of key people from various financial 
institutions: the Banks; the Merchant Banks; Insurance 
Companies; etc. They also make up the powerful 
committees that the Government pretends to oversee: 
such as the Stock Exchange and the Insurance Houses. 
We are supposed to believe thatthey deal with Government 
policy in a purely impartial fashion. But the reality is thai 
they forcefully represent the interests of private business 
whose shares and profits benefit no-one more than 
themselves. Here, the major policy decisions are removed 
from the public gaze, let alone influence. It is a closed 
system. Call it private enterprise, or capitalism, orwhatever 
you like. It still forms the basis of how to keep control over 
the institutions of society and, through that, it retains the 
capacity to control and manipulate how people live or die. 

Consider too that no political party will ever interfere with 
this system. Practically every MP in the House of Commons 
is either a shareholder, paid advisor, or director of the very 
same companies that exert such an influence on 
government policies. The deals is sealed by the fact thai 
companies fund the major parties. Quite plainly, they are 
getting something in return for this support and the major 
reward is a readily available source of finance in the form 
of Government money, our money, from the Treasury. 
There is no doubt that the abolition of the Welfare State, 
and the ultimate hand-out of privatisation, are a direct 
product of this system of bribery and corruption. The only 













The notion that we in Scotland, and in Britain as a 
whole, have a decent standard of living, is an illusion. 



Over the past 14 years we have seen the erosion of 
many of the services that made life in this country 
tolerable. Both central and local government have 
implemented policies that have all but negated the 
concept of society. Public housing; public transport; 
nursery services; care for the elderly and people with 
mental health problems; social security benefits; 
education and health services; legal aid; have all been 
pared to the bone and will be reduced even further in 
the months and years ahead. Soon we will be paying 
Value Added Tax on the most basic necessities, heat 
and light first, food next. The Right in this country do 
not believe in a caring society, their ethos is the market 
economy where everyone fends for themselves, 
regardless of the fact that only the very well off have 
the resources to do so. 

After their defeat with the Poll Tax, the Government 
frantically sought new methods of making the poorest 
section of society pay the cost of propping up a failing 
system. Recognisingthe strength of a united opposition 
to the PollTaxthey have abandonedthe sledgehammer 
approach and are now chipping away at the very fabric 
of our lives in the belief that, in doing so, they will not 
face any serious protest. The attack on our standard 
of living has been merciless and, in most instances, 
women are having to bear the brunt of it. 

Who cares for the children of working mothers? Who 
cares for elderly relatives? Who cares for the sick and 
disabled? Who feeds and clothes 1 6 to 1 8 year olds 
who are denied benefits? Who is coerced into staying 
with a violent partnerthrough lack of available housing 
stock? Who works in the lowest paid, least protected 
jobs? Who is now denied access to legal advice and 
representation? Women. 

Whether they are unemployed, single, married, in 
work, with or without children, women are the 
predominant carers and the most exploited members 
of our society. What gains that had been made since 
the establishment of the welfare state are either gone 
or going and we are just expected to get on with it, 
regardless of the personal cost to ourselves and the 
effects on our families. 

The latest attack on women's freedom to lead an 
independant life has come in the form of the Child 
Support Act which is clearly aimed at saving the 



Treasury money (£4.5 billion) at the expense of 
disrupting the lives of millions of women and children. 
Despite the grandiose claim that this act is about the 
welfare of children, in reality it is putting many children 
at serious risk. It has been designed to save money, 
and as a method of policing and intimidating those 
who choose not to live with the father of their child. 
The human cost of this appalling Act wi II be enormous. 

The mostly-male establishment have targetted their 
policies at what they think is the weakest section of 
society, women and children, in the belief that they 
will not encounter serious opposition. Yet, 
herstorically, women have always been among the 
prime movers in political protests and the fight to save 
jobs and services. The struggle for equal pay and 
opportunities; rent strikes; the anti-Poll Tax campaign; 
the fight for the right to abortion; the Justice for 
Women campaign; anti-racist campaigns; the peace 
movement; support groups forthe miners; the Timex 
strike; the list is endless. 

Women can and do fight to improve the quality of 
life, not only for themselves but for their children 
and their communities. We are not a powerless or 
ineffective section of society. We make up more 
than 50% of the population, we have an honourable 
record of struggle against oppression, and we 
are strong. 

We are a caring society but we are being hammered 
by an establishment that cares more about personal 
gain and company profit than our quality of life. 
Throughout the country there are various campaigns 
and acts of resistance to cuts in jobs and services, as 
well as opposition to the Child Support Act and the 
virtual abolition of Legal Aid. Women are at the fore 
of all these struggles. We have no choice but to resist 
the destruction of the services, jobs, and policies that 
constitute the very fabric of society. Let it be known 
that we will not stand by quietly while our communities 
are being starved of resources and our freedom and 
rights eroded.

Closed Circuit Television in Glasgow 



What is it? 

By the end of this summer four square miles of the city centre 
will be under constant 24 hour surveillance. An area from Glasgow 
Cross to Charing Cross will be doted with 32 cameras. These will 
produce over 5000 hours of footage each week of Glaswegians going 
about their everyday lives. The cameras will be monitored by 
specially trained disabled civilians from a bank of screens at 
Steward Street Police Station. 

What will it cost? 

The estimated cost of the project for installation and the first 
three years of running costs is £1 million. 

Who is funding it? 

Half of the money is coming from private businesses in the city 
centre through voluntary donations. The rest is coming from the 
public sector - Strathclyde Regional Council and Glasgow District 
Council . 

What is it for? 

"The Cameras have been installed to protect valuable businesses" 
Glasgow Chief Superintendent Gordon Carmichael 
Daily Record 14/1/94 

"The Cameras are not there to spy on people but to protect 
people" 

Strathclyde Regional Councillor James Jennings 
Scotsman 16/7/93 

"The Cameras do not just make sense. It makes business sense." 
Caroline Durean - Glasgow Development Association (GPA) . Herald 
9/12/93 

Although there is confusion whether the cameras are to protect 
property or people, the main stated aim of the project is to 
deter crime in the city centre and to make it "a safer place for 
shoppers and shop owners, families, women and other law abiding 
citizen" - Strathclyde Police Spokesperson, Glaswegian 18/8/93. 

However, "as well as seeking to reduce criminal activity it will 
also address problems such as flyposting, graffiti, littering and 
dereliction" - Strathclyde Chief Constable Leslie Sharp, Herald 
22/10/93 

It will also be used to deter soliciting by prostitutes and to 
film kerb crawlers (Glaswegian 19/8/93) . 

It is clear that the police have complete power to use and abuse 
the technology as they wish. The films could be used for any 
purpose whatsoever, from filming public leafleting to filming 
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people on marches and demonstrations. Once the technology is in 
place it can be used for whatever the police want. 

How long will video footage be kept? 

According to Caroline Durkan of the Glasgow Development Agency, 
"footage will be retained for one month then wiped unless 
required for evidence or information" - Herald 9/12/93 

This is obviously vague and open to interpretation and abuse by 
the police. 

Who will have access to and control of video footage? 

"Recorded tapes will be the property of the chief constable and 
will be used only by Strathclyde Police to deter and detect 
criminals" Caroline Durkan - GDA - Herald 9/12/93 

The above statement was enough to convince doubting Strathclyde 
Regional Councillors that the video cameras would not be an abuse 
of civil liberties. Such unlimited powers should obviously be 
cause for concern, not confidence in the system. A US lawyer 
quoted in the Scotsman 31/8/93 states "the person who controls 
the technology controls the use made of it". 

Background 

Since the mid 1980' s there has been a rapid growth in English 
towns and cities installing closed circuit television systems. 
In 1986 Bournemouth installed video cameras along its seafront 
and claimed that in its first year of use the bill for vandalism 
dropped from £220 000 to £36 000 (Scotsman 31/8/93) . 

Newcastle installed a £400 000 system and claimed there was a 13% 
reduction in crime in the first two months of operation (Guardian 
13/5/93) . 

Hexham installed a video system and claimed there was a 
"significant reduction in crime of 17% in areas covered by 
cameras" (Scotsman 30/11/93) . 

Kings Lynn in the Midlands (of England) installed cameras and 
claimed that thefts from cars dropped by 97% and car crimes in 
general by 91% (Guardian 31/8/93) . 

These statistics appear impressive and have led to many Scottish 
towns installing or planning to install camera systems. The most 
publicised case is Airdrie where it is claimed crime fell by 75% 
in its first six months of operation (Scotsman 31/8/93) . 

Other Scottish towns such as East Kilbride, Bathgate and 
Kirkcaldy have installed cameras and more schemes are being 
planned from Dumfries to Innerness. It is against this backdrop 
of a growing "camera culture" that Glasgow is planning the 
biggest, most sophisticated and most expensive system yet to be 
put into operation in any "British" town or city. 
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The British Security Industry Association say there are around 
200 000 closed circuit television systems in the country and that 
the BSIA firms that supplied them did business worth £57 million 
in 1992 (Guardian, 13/5/93). It is now Big Business protecting 
Big Business in Britain. It is hardly surprising so much effort 
is being put in to convince us video cameras are a cure all for 
crime. But are they really? 

Argumen ts for and against Closed Circuit Television 
Deterrent 

The major argument used in favour of the cameras is that they 
deter crime. They may deter certain categories of crime but they 
do not deter either the drunken nor the determined "criminal". 
The person who commits a crime when drunk is likely to do it 
anyway. A person who is determined to commit a crime will just 
go to greater lengths to avoid being caught. Carole Euart, from 
the Scottish Council of Civil Liberties, stated "people have been 
watched by cameras for many years in banks and building 
societies, but armed robberies haven't declined. This proves 
cameras are not necessarily a deterrent - they wont change 
peoples fundamental behaviour" (Glaswegian 13/1/94). 

Detection 

Another argument used is that even if people do commit a crime 
they are far more likely to be caught and therefore found 
"guilty" and "punished". This is probably true, although people 
determined to commit a crime are likely to adopt more 
sophisticated methods to hide their identity in an area they know 
is covered by cameras. However unless every street in every town 
has a camera they are more likely to go to an area not covered 
by cameras. 

Displacement 

Figures show that crime does not simply disappear into thin air. 
Instead it reappears somewhere else. In Airdrie although crime 
fell in the town centre "the number of serious crimes for the 
division as a whole went up from 113 to 135" (Scotland on Sunday, 
12/12/93) . In Hexham, although crime in the area covered by 
cameras fell by 17% elsewhere in Hexham it rose by 12% (Scotsman 
30/11/93). In the Herald (11/8/93) an editor of a Glasgow 
community newspaper asks 

"Is it acceptable to the business community and municipal 
mediocrities in George Square who have not built a house in 14 
years that as long as robbery and violence are confined to the 
schemes then all is well?" 

The main argument against cameras whatever any statistics show 
is that "people should not be observed by institutions of the 
state as they go about their everyday business" (Carole Euart, 
SCCL, Glaswegian 13/1/94). This is the main objection that we as 
anarchists should put across to other people.

TOTALLY ECLIPSED believes that human liberation through a process by which 
people gain complete control of everyday life is both possible and attainable 
within our lifetime. 

TOTALLY ECLIPSED believes that the world we live in is a product of our mediation 
with it through social production which is the basic activity of human existence. 
It follows that we believe that self-management of social production, in all it's 
aspects, is an essential prerequisite of human liberation. Self -management 
will once again make social production a means to create the world we live in 
according to our common aspirations. Social production will become a creative 
activity as opposed to one which is forced upon us by alienated economic forces. 

TOTALLY ECLIPSED rejects all of the existing forms of social organization as t 
means by which the interests of a privileged minority are served. It is clear 
that the vast majority of people have little or no real control over their everyday 
lives. We advocate as an alternative, freely constituted organizations of social 
production and other means of popular self-activity based in the communities we 
create. 

TOTALLY ECLIPSED believes social change will be achieved through lebertarian 
organs of popular sel f~activi ty,consisti ng of delegates who will be subject to 
immediate recall , and elected directly by the people involved. In our view this 
alternative reflects the real needs and aspirations of the people. The slogan 
of "all power to the people" will become a living reality. 

TOTALLY ECLIPSED believes that the size and complexity of contemporary technology 
which is both dehumanizing, and oppressive, lends itself to the centralized 
bureaucratic and hierarchical requirements of the division of labour of monopoly 
capitalism. Therefore, the necessity arises for it's transformation into decentralized 
Intermediate and environmentally appropriate forms, ^f people a rHo achieve complete 
self-management of social production. 

TOTALLY ECLIPSED are advocating a type of social organization which has been put 
into practice in differing forms on many occasions during the course of recent 
human history. Notable examples include the Paris Commune of 1871, the free 
workers' councils created by the Ukranian revolutionaries of the Makhnovist 
movement of 1918-21, and the Kronstadt Commune of 1921. More recently, there 
has been the direct workers' control which the CNT-FAI implemented during the 
Spanish Revolution of 1936, the workers' council movement during the 1956 Hungarian 
Revolution, and the worker-student action committees which emerged during the 
May- June 1968 events in France. 

These historic movements provide us with both our theory and our inspiration 
since they are examples of free societies in the making. They constitute 
definite proof that liberation is within our reach. Thus, human liberation is 
the task to which we in TOTALLY ECLIPSED HAVE COMMITTED OURSELVES. We ask that 
others join with us for it will only be through working and struggling together 
that our goal will be achieved.

TOPTUPP IN BRITAIN 



So! itary confinement is. use. H in British prisons as a form of 
'. torture - both psycho I go lea 1 and physical., it is used against prisoners 
who resist the de>rad i no experience of the daily routine. People 
Can be put into solitary confinement .for any i nf ri nqement of prison 
rules - however minor. Yet some prisoners are not even certain as to 
why they are placed there — the only justification by the prison 
authorities being that they endanger the "good order and discipline" 
(god) of the prison. In this country, solitary confinement is used 
primarily- against political prisoners and soc ia 1/ prisoners who refuse 
to be treated like animals. 

Solitary confinement consists of ?3 hours a day in a' cell, alone, 
with no contact with other prisoners and often there is no contact 
even with the screws; one 'hour exercise usual ly In a cage, exclusion 
from all prison activities (no classes, tv., etc.) ; restricted visits 
which are Closed (Partition glass where one cannot touch the visitor); 
restricted books, papers/ letters.. The reality of solitary confinement 
is that a person has no social contact or communication whatsoever, the 
'purpose being to isolate and consequently break the prisoner's identity 
and 1 to "confuse him/her in order. to weaken resistance. 

The -'psycho logical effects of being held in solitary confinement 
are severe and can be permanent. People become ciaustrohobic, manic 
depressive, sensitive to l ight and noise. ' "Those prisoners who have 
• been fn sol i-tary confinement for longer than 6 months have a need for 
communication that ;goes beyond their talks with lawyers 'and' the occasional 
visitor. This severe situation of solitary confinement leads- to psychic 
_-„-d.amao.e .which can become .permanent (Dr. Hummel fuff, a German Prison Doctor) 

There are numerous examoles of prisoners being put into solitary 
confinement or "on the block" due to their political beliefs. Almost 
all of the BO Irish Republican prisoners in England as well as other 
left activis+s spend a. great deal of. their sentences in solitary because 
the ^'tate wants' to separate them from the. majority of the prison popula- 
tion so as to avoid an even stronger pol itisization of prisoners in 
general. Astrid Pro II, Iris 'Mills and Khouloud Moohrabi were kept on 
remand in Pr'xton, a men's prison, Although the ^tate claimed they were 
"security risks" it is obvious the prison authorities didn't want them 
associating with other "soc ia t "women prisoners, ''omen's prisons mainly 
represent confined hospitals with psychiatric facilities. This conception 
that womcPi prisoners are 'sick' and need treatment whereas male prisoners 
arc 'had'. and peed punishment reflects the sexist nature of the prison, 
which is, after all, one of the most repressive examples of a State agency. 
: As soon' as prisoners become even more ooltticized and organised they will 
be able +o strike back more effectively at the institution. To avoid any 
organised attempts to undermine its power, the State isolates people by 
putt i ng them t nto so i i ta ry con f i nement . 



Phi II Ruff, an anarchist, is a current example of this separation and 
torture - inflicted upon him due to his political beliefs. Phil was 
in Gartree during the riots last year (prisoners were protesting the 
drugging of other prisoners) and he was subsenupntly moved to Durham 
where he ^pent over 300 days in solitary confinement. When re repeatedly 
questioned the reason for his status and asked to be moved, he was told 
nothing until they finally +old him that no long term prison would 
take him because of his "subversive* views". He was moved to a short term 
orison - Armly, in Leeds and he is st i 1 I being held in solitary. He i* 
unable to find out anything about when/where he will be reallocated. 
By the time he gets back to a long term prison, he wi I I have spent at 
least a year in^ sol itary. confinement. As in many cases, it is particular- 
ily difficult for Phil's parents. A prisoner's family and friends are 
subjected to stress so that the punishment is not directed only at the 
prisoner but at his/her associates as well. And like all prisoners, Phil 
has found his mail censored,- even from his solicitors, and most political 
books are prohibited, the intention being to stifle his political development. 

Sensory deprivation is a more ectreme form of solitary confinement. 
The cells are acoust i ca i I y -cut off (completely sound procvf), there is no 
visual or textural stimulation and the only smells are of your own body. 
Sensory deprivation has been used as a part of interrogation methods in 
Northern Ireland and for several years it has been used in w est Germany 
and Britain (the Control Units) for both political and social prisoners 
who pose a threat to the internal structure of the prison establishment. 

During sensory deprivation there is no emotional, physical or mental 
stimuli from the outside environment and as a result, the long term and 
short term effects are disastrous. Psychologically, the subjects of such 
'experiments' have ha I I uc i nations, 'body-image' distortion, paranoid fears 
and 1 are in a constant state of anxiety due to confusion, helplessness and 

deteriorating physical condition. Plood pressure lowers, circulation 
"becomes slower, less oxygen to the brain affects the concentration span, 
muscles stiffen and eye sight deteriorates. Even when the experiment stops, 
there is permanent damage. Astr.id Pro I I , who was subjected to 4£ months of 
intense, sensory deprivation in Germany in 1973 writes: "Not even today, 
6 years later, have I completely recovered from that. I can't stand rooms 
which are painted white because they remind me of my cell. Silence in a 
wood can terrify me, it reminds me of the s Hence in the isolated cell. 
Darkness makes me so depressive as i f my life were taken away. Solitude 
causes me as much fear as crowds..." (From Freedom for Astrid Pro I I ) 

While the best known sensory deprivation units are In Germany the 
British Estab! ishment has in its usual quiet manner been carrying out this 
treatment for many years. These notorious Control Units were officially 
closed 4 years aoo although it Is known they have never been closed; they 
have just chanced their name to 'F '■•'ing*. A third control unit has just been 
built in Gartree, the original ones still stand at Wakefield and Wormwood 
Scrubs. Extensive research is being carried out by the Canadian, American, 
German and British States; Pritain has received a lot of aid funded by the CI A. 

The original time spent in a Control Unit is divided into 2 90 day periods., 
' ' For" the first (o days, the prisoner is kept in total solitary in special cells 
and communication even with the screws is prohibited. Graduated contact is 
allowed in the 2nd 90 day cycle but if any. rule, etc, is broken the prisoner 
has to start withh the first <^0 day period all over again. In effect, the 
tine a prisoner can spend in the control unit is indefinite and undetermined 
and the effects are permanently crippling. 

Control Units are used to confuse, frighten and break prisoners who 
refuse to accept the demoralization and de human i zat i on characteristic of 
the prison regime. Recently, the British Board fo Prison Govenors has 
demanded that Control Units be returned for "anarchists and subversives... 
removing them from the main long term prison population is often vital if 
the stability of a long term prison is to bo maintained."

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HUNGER STRIKE! 



WILL YOU LEND SUPPORT? 



We hope the information presented here will dis- 
prove the British government's propaganda that the 
conditions faced by the prisoners who are protesting 
in Armagh and the H-Blbcks are 'self-inflicted'. The 
prisoners have not only been punished for non-coop- 
eration in the form of lock-up, no clothing etc., but 
they have been beaten and degraded continuously. 

The prisoners protest must be broken for the British 
government to succeed at regaining control and 
Normalising' society here in the north-east of 
Ireland. The legacy of a policy of colonisation, and 
the investment of capital both exert strong influence 
on the government's decision to 'win the war'. But 
probably most important of its priorities is the need 
to put down a challenge to its authority, by repress- 
ion, assassination and imprisonment. That challenge 
could have repercussions within sections of the pop- 
ulation it has so far managed to contain — the work- 
ing class, women, young people, the black commun- 
ity, the Welsh and the Scottish. 




Internment, which had been on the statute books for fifty 
years, came to an end in 1974. International and local pro- 
test became embarassing for the worlds oldest 'democracy'. 
The British government's Diplock commission introduced a 
system of trial for scheduled offences (the definition is vague 
but applies mostly to serious 'political' crime). 

In a Diplock Court :— 

1. there is one judge and no jury 

2. the defendent has to prove him/herself innocent rather 
than the prosecution prove guilt 

3. evidence can be based on hearsay 

4. in signed confessions again the defendant has to prove 
torture, if s/he wants to invalidate it 

5. bail can only be got from a high court 



So it is not surprising that 80% of convictions are based on 
signed confessions. These are usually 'extracted' in the 
infamous RUC interrogation centres of Castlereagh in 
Belfast, Strand in Deny, and Gough in Armagh. 

That torture is used systematically is indisputable. Even the 
liberal Amnesty International and two local police doctors 
(who later resigned) detailed the mental and physical intim- 
idations. For recent coverage, see 'Beating the Terrorists?', a 
Penguin Special. 

Under the legislation which covers these courts, the British 
Army can hold you for 4 hours before handing you over to 
the RUC. They in turn can hold you for 3 days (2 of which 
are without the right to a solicitor). Under the Prevention of 
Terrorism Act, as in England, Scotland and Wales, you can 
be held for 7 days. The mere thought of 7 days in one of the 
above mentioned centres is enough to intimidate people into 
cooperating with the interrogators. 

The Diplock Courts were the centre of the British govern- 
ment's attempt to present the violent social upheaval here as 
simply a question of 'law and order'. Two years later the 
political status granted after a hunger strike was removed as 
Roy Mason, and the Labour government, intensified the 
'criminalisation' and 'primacy of the police' policies. Prev- 
iously those convicted in Diplock Courts were housed in 
compounds (the cages) and had a fairly high degree of assoc- 
iation. They wear their own clothes and do no prison work. 

It was 1976 when this system changed. The newly convict- 
ed refused to accept the label criminal and began the 
'blanket' protest whereby they refused prison clothing and 
prison work. 

In Long Keshthe men were constantly beaten and their back 
passages probed over mirrors on their way to and from visits. 
The beatings escalated in March '78. Every time a prisoner 
went to the toilet/washroom his towel was stripped off him 
and he was punched and kicked. The prisoners responded by 
withdrawing totally into the cells. The protest had escalated 
into a no-wash campaign. The shit was spread on the walls 
and the pots overflowed with urine. All the furniture had 
previously been removed bar a sponge mattress. This shrunk 
in size as it was used to clean after shitting. The mattress is 
constantly damp both because of the urine and the hosing 
down of the walls. This latter occurs every week during a 
cell change. It is one of the most frightening times for the 
prisoners as again they are systematically beaten. About 2 
weeks ago there were 350 on this protest. It should be noted 
that there are about 100 prisoners who have political status 
within Long Kesh in the cages. They were sentenced before 
1976.

In Armagh womens prison there are 30 prisoners protesting 
Before March 1980 they were refusing to do prison work. 
As all women prisoners wear their own clothes, their punish- 
ment consisted of a 23 hour lock-up and no reading material. 

In March of this year a premeditated attack by 40 male 
screws, brought in from Long Kesh, caused many injuries. 
The pretext was a cell search but no previous search had 
been opposed. This provokation included the toilets and 
washroom being locked up for a week after the prisoners 
were moved to another wing. Requests for their reopening 
were made but the govenor made conditions such as partial 
ending of the strike. This was refused and the women turned 
the lack of facilities into an official no-wash protest. 

The unhealthy conditions faced by the women were multipl- 
ied by the inadequate number of sanitary towels available. 
Also the tensions and intimidation mean many women have 
heavier periods than usual. Menstrual blood accompanies the 
shit smeared on the walls. 

More, much more, could be said about the diseases, malnu- 
trition, degradation, mental disorientation — about Pauline 
Mc Laughlin, whose weight has dropped from 10-& stone to 
4 x h stone, forced to quit the protest, and has just come out 
from hospital back to prison for the second time in 2 months. 
Her illness has not yet been diagnosed, but its known that 
everything she swallows, including vitamin tablets, she vomits 
up again. 

After 4Vi years we are now at the stage of deadlock. The Rel- 
atives Action Committees have organised marches, pickets 




and occupations. The National H-Block Committee was form- 
ed a year ago and organised bigger marches. Recently 
dubious negotiations took place between leading Catholic 
Church figures and the Sec. of State, Atkins. 
As you will have heard seven of the blanket men have 
embarked on a hunger strike to the death. Given the condit- 
ions endured inside the choice between another 20 years of 
this and a hunger strike is not a great one. (Protestors lose all 
their remission). 



There has been a groundswell of support starting with a 
30,000 strong march in Sunday 26th Oct. Local hunger 
strike groups have sprung up throughout the north and pick- 
ets, roadblocks, torchlight processions occur almost every 
day. The RUC and army have kept a low profile during these 
protests (apart from a few arrests). But we expect them to 
lay in after a 2-3 week 'wait and see' period. An indication 
of what they are capable of was the double assassination of 




2 IRSP members just over 2 weeks ago, when the SAS broke 
down their front door in the early hours of the morning. 



Tins communication is sent out because we feel we must play 
some part in undermining the ability of the governmrnt to 
outlast the strikers. The Tory government appears determin- 
ed and strong. It is especially strong in the north here where 
12,000 troops, 10,000 RUC, and 7,600 UDR have contained 
the protests within the minority working class districts. 

We have our own tasks here, but we also feel that elsewhere 
an opportunity exists for support. The containment of prot- 
est has its parallel in the containment of information. If basic 
information about the hunger strike's development were 
relayed to the population there, we feel that even this aware- 
ness will act as a lever against the government. 

We propose that you, or your group, commit yourselves to 
cooperate with us for the duration of the strike. We are pre- 
pared to send you a consistent flow of the developments in 
the form of a video programme and poster and leaflet art- 
work. 

Your involvment would be to arrange the showing of the 
video, the printing and distribution of the posters and leaf- 
lets, and of course the raising of money to pay for your side 
of the work. One way would be to make collections at the 
video showing. If groups, find certain obstacles such as lack 
of print facilities or money, we will arrange something.

INFORMATION 
IS POWER: 

VIDEO IS HERE 




People now receive most of their (mis)information through television, but this has been 
largely ignored by anarchists who still rely heavily on the printed word to get ideas and 
information across. For the past few years , a few of us in Belfast have been developing 
and pioneering a critique of the use of video. Most of the tapes we have made are for local 
consumption. When we made tapes for UK distribution, we thought that now, after several 
years of video equipment being in existence, that there would be enough equipment around 
for groups to borrow. However there was a disappointing response fron anarchist groups 
who have attached little importance to the use of video as a political tool. This is probably 
due to the bad connotations of state television and the revulsion against television in general; 
the expense of video equipment; the mystification of producing a programme with the 
'complicated technology*. 

We feel that TV is an important weapon and should not be dismissed just because the state 
(successfully) uses it. Due to technological developments, colour video is now easy to use and 
relatively inexpensive. Portable colour systems can now be hired (which has many advantages) 
with a camera for about £10 a week. Tapes cost about £10 for 3 hours. 

We would like to see a situation where every Anarchist group has its own video 
equipment on which to make programmes on local issues etc. 

There are many different video systems which are not all compatable. We suggest 
the VHS system. If you want any further information or have video equipment 
please let us know, ^KftAftS *

Peace Nfws has already published quite 
a lot of iuformaiion about the ground 
launched cruise mmile, m V\\ be brief 
abwut that it is bcsdcajly a small pilotless 
jet airml 1 m<^< s :-ouut a ton and 
tfkout 18 feet in length with extendable 
wiii^s which open up jusi after launching. 
Bveri though very .-.rum; the cruise missile 
can travel a* J e :< • (and much 
farther with a small warhead) yet still 
deliver a 200 kiloion fky nuclear war- 
head, roughly 16 times the size of the 
1214 kt bomb tfiat destroyed Hiroshima. 
The ground-launched cruise missile is 
likely te hp very accurate because its 
gmdftigg. system can suable it to travel 
to 3* tiW< by referring to a computer 
"map" m ite memory. While stilt causing 
problems, this TkliCQM (Terrain-Con. 
tour Matching System) system will prob- 
ably end up being accurate enough for 
a cruise missile which is launched from, 
say, outside the Peace News offices in 
Nottingham to end up within 30 yards 
of its target in western Russia, 
The cruise missile is powered by an ef- 
ficient Jet engine but it only flies at 
around the speed of a jumbo jet. so it 
would take over three hours to get to its 
target. 

CRUISE MISSILES IN BRITAIN 
Britain is due to get 96 cruise missiles 
at Greenham Common, probably in 1983 
or 1984, and another 64 at Mole* worth 
near Huntingdon a con sic of years later. 
Tin- control centre for the missiles will 
be near High Wycombe. The missiles will 
be under American control 
The missile launching systems are highly 
mobile. Each launcher is like an articu- 
lated lorry and carries four missiles and a 
"flight" consists of four launchers and 
associated command, control and support 
vehicles, the theory is that in times of 
tension these missiles are -dispersed tip to 
100 miles away from tb&lr bases so that 
the USSR cannot destroy 'them 
This theory is nonsense; in a fairly small 
country like Britain. Some of the Soviet 
ICBMs have truly massive warheads, up to 
25 megatons in power. The SS 18 is an 
eomple of such a missile and it vou!d 
be targeted on Britain. Just 24 of these 
missiles could foe used, to pattern bomb 
lie saturate) the cruise missile deploy- 
ment areas m such a way as to give a con - 
tinuous fire ione. We are talking of a 
large part of ^ i?r .^ r lC rj thing 

south of Yorksho* tnd U cash ire 
eluding West Wales. Three times as many 
missiles, still s. t faction of ibe total Soviet 
a^enai, would more or less destroy 
everything in this area. 
The supreme irony is that the USSR has 
recently scrapped the older SS-y iCBMs 
which can also carry such warheads. Per' 
haps they might overhaul and redepiov 
tnosc obsolete ?nkv»k& to counter the 
brand new cruise missiles! 

CRUISE MISSILES AND DIRECT 
ACTION 

Many people in and around the peace 
movement are convinced u l8 t if the 
present go ernment does not cancel the 

jpruis* missile decision* then massive di- 



rect action will result in an attempt to 
prevent the deployment of the missiles. 
It is worth pointing out that to do this 
would be extremely difficult, 
People imagine thai at some stage these 
- • d nv-ir launchers will be landed .' 
at some dock and moved by road to the 
bases, This would present an opportunity 
for appropriate direct action. In fact, 
the cruise missiles and even their launch 
vehicles and support vehicles can all be 
air-lifted into bases such as Greenham 
Common using the very large jet tran- 
sport aircraft such as the Lockheed C-5A 
Galaxy and probably even the rather 
it c \ kheed r ; il r.:nf--:u.

OTHER LAUNCHERS 
Opposition' to ground-launcher cruise 
missiles might cause the American and 
British governments to look for alter- 
natives. The US Navy is planning to instal 
cruise missiles in some of its surface 
ships mid even hovercraft are discussed 
as possible launchers, in the European 
context though, the more likely option 
would be cruise missiles launched from 
the torpedo tubes of submarines. 
The various European navies have suf- 
ficient submarines to deploy over 400 
cmi.se missiles and such a move could be a 
a useful political counter to opposition 
towards ground -launcher cruise missiles. 

AIR-LAUNCHED CRUISE 
MISSILES 

-All the talk of the ground-launched Toma- 
hawk missile has made people neglect 
the other new type of crake missile, 
with similar capabilities but designed to 
be launched from aircraft. 
Nearly thirty years ago the Americans 
started to deploy their huge long range jet 
bomber, the Boeing B52 stratofortress. 
Originally this was designed to deliver 
large "free-fall' 5 H-bombs, but over the 
years the .Soviet air defences Improved so 
that even with electronic counter-measures 
the B52s would have great difficulty pen- 
etrating into the Soviet Union. 
To meet this problem, Boeing developed 
the short range attack missile (SRAM} 
which could be fired from a B52 up to 
100 miles from a target yet still deliver 
a 200kt warhead. A Bi>2 could, there- 
fore, carry a number of these "stand- 
off"-'' missiles together with H bombs as 
well. Typically a B52 would have six 
SB A Ms under each wing, eight 'in the rear 
bomb bay and four very powerful freefall 
H -Bombs. As Frank Bamaby has pointed 
ou«. ' v, rneaM M.*n 3 d.,y could 

carry- more explosive force than was used 
in the whole of World War 0. 

Even so, this was not enough. The B52s 
still had to get to around 100 miles from

Today people are demonstrating against the Conservative Governments cut- 
backs in public services. These cuts mean : fewer houses built: nurseries clos- 
ing; health services deteriorating; social security benefits reduced; rents, 
fares and prescription charges soaring: state employees facing worse conditions, 
lower real wages, and redundancies - and that's only a few of the effects! 

The economy is in a mess. So the government and employing class are try- 
ing to boost profits by attacking our living standards. Along with chopping 
publie services they're trying to reduce- real wages by holding down wage rises 
below price rises - witness the miserly offer to the steel workers. 

WON'T GET FOOLED AGAIN! 
Relying on the Labour Party and the Trade Unions to fight the cuts will 
mean certain defeat. Less than a year ago we had a Labour Government. What 
were their policies? Cutting public services and holding down wages of course. 
But, you might say, when Labour swung the axe on public services the cuts didn't 
go quite so deep. 

Maybe, but that's only because the Labour Government launched their main 
offensive on the wages front. Their weapon was the infamous "Social Contract". 
This agreement between the Labour Government and the T.U.C. bureaucrats meant 
that the Union leaders openly opposed workers struggles against falling living 
standards. The Tories haven't the same connections with the trade union bur- 
eaucracy - so their assault is concentrated more on public spending. 

The shows of opposition by the Labour Party and the trade union leaderships 
to the cuts are purely phoney, designed to bring us under control. They want 
passive followers who will support their policies for further developing state 
capitalism. Surely we won't be fooled again? 

HE MARCHED THEM UP TO THE TOP OF THE HILL 

We could march up and down the streets and sit being bored by Labour MPs 
and union bureaucrats for years and it wouldn't stop one cutback. We must take 
action - strikes, occupations, providing services without collecting the charges 
or fares. 

Struggles must be controlled by all the workers involved themselves - 
not by union officials or shop stewards. Dockers in Rotterdam, Holland recently 
fought against a union imposed wage settlement, organising through mass ass- 
emblies and an elected strike committee. In their strike early last year the 
lorry drivers, through their own local organisation, waged a really effective 
struggle with widespread picketing. The public service workers, in their dis- 
pute last year, were weakened by being divided into different union structures. 
We must organise independently of the unions, cutting across all sectional 
divisions. 

Today the steel workers are on strike. Their fight is our fight. We 
should try and add to the support they're already getting from dockers and 
lorry drivers. The government plan to pass laws against so-called 'secondary* 
picketing. Its better called solidarity picketing and its a great means of 
spreading struggles. If the law is passed we should defy it - in strength. 
They couldn''t put the entire working class in jail! 

COMPLETE CONTROL 

By direct action we can stop some cutbacks and defend our living standards. 
But in todays crisis what we can win within capitalism is limited. What's 
more, we must begin to challenge the hierarchical organisation and repressive 
nature of the public services. Take education. Today its basically about 
training kids to be obedient workers and grading them for their appropriate 
rung in societys hierarchy. 

Fighting the cuts is only a start. We want revolutionary change to create 
a society where all areas of social life - work, education, health services, 
etc. etc. - are under the complete control of all those involved.

More than two years have 
passed since the brutal murder of 
black teenager Stephen Lawrence.

The 
courageous action of Neville and 
Doreen Lawrence, backed by a 
strong campaign, highlights both 
the failure and the inherent 
discrimination of the penal and legal 
system.

Throughout the United Kingdom the 
spiralling increase in day-to-day racial violence 
and harassment reinforces the dread of every 
black parent that their son or daughter is a 
permanent target for brutal assault, culminating 
in murder. Here in Scotland there remains a 
spurious "racism-doesn't-exist-here" attitude 
from the authorities. The reality is that 80% of 
the victims of racial violence here in Glasgow 
havegiven up, they have so little faith in Scottish 
justice that they no longer even report these 
horrible crimes to the police. 

Yet the attitude of the authorities and 
community leaders not only doesn't assist in 
the struggle against these crimes, it works 
against those who seek justice. Young people 
from the black and Asian communities have no 
option but to defend themselves as best they 
can. But when they do they are branded as 
criminals and targetted by a police force these 
days accountable only to itself. 

In Bradford last month the police arrested 
two Asian teenagers for playing football in a 
cul-de-sac (the patrol car running over one 
boy's foot into the bargain). When other youths 
shouted at the police they chased one 16 year 
old into his house, kicking in the front door, 
dragged him outside, handcuffed him to a gate. 
They assaulted his sister, tearing her clothes 
(she had a baby in her arms at the time) and in 
the melee the police also hit the mother with a 
truncheon. 

What experiences can be related by young 
people living in areas like Pollokshields and 
Woodlands? One young man has waited three 
years in his civil action against the Chief 
Constable of Strathclyde after a violent assault 
during which he lost three front teeth; the police 
officer responsible was quoted as saying "this 
is what happens to black boys with big mouths". 
But in civil law, by a neat twist the perpetrator of 
the crime becomes the innocent party and the 
burden of proof is on the victim who has to 
prove the crime occurred. And should the civil 
action be successful, what happens then? A 
minor cash settlement? So the tax-payer forks 
out for police misconduct! Will criminal charges 
ever be brought? 

In London several weeks ago a 33 year old 
black man died, after being beaten about the 
head by police using the new U.S. style telescope 
baton. At the funeral 2000 people marched past 
the police station and placed a wreath outside 
the door. 



Police brutality is not only a racial issue. In the 
Gorbals just weeks ago eye-witnesses report a 
white man being viciously assaulted and 
dragged off by the police; later he too was 
found dead. "The fight against racism cannot 
be divorced from the fight for resources, the 
fight against fascism cannot be divorced from 
the fight against racism. The areas in which the 
fascists have set up their stalis are precisely 
those that have been btighted by Thatcherism 
and abandoned by Labour. Once the industries 
had gone from these areas, and the unions with 
them, Labour was at a toss how to mobilise the 
energies and resourcefulness of local 
communities in their fight against increasing 
social deprivation, unemployment and poverty. 
Labour has been unwilling or unable to take on 
the fight agains t racism or lead a crusade against 
poverty'* (A. Sivanandan). Meanwhile we wait 
for a crucial judgment from a Fatal Accident 
inquiry: a Sikh man was found dead in a Glasgow 
police ceil in dubious circumstances. 

What recourse is there for the families of 
these two Glasgwegian men? What sort of 
justice will be offered them in Scots law? If the 
police are guilty of criminal activities will they 
be prosecuted? A couple of months ago the 
Tory Government proposed that prosecution 
documents need never be submitted by the 
police. Does this mean if the police are charged 
with a crime they will have the legal right to 
withhold evidence against themselves? 

What it also means is the burden of proof 
is reversed and placed squarely on the heads of 
the victims and their familes. In the U.K. the 
guilty are now innocent; the innocent have 
become guilty. The scale of the failure of the 
penal and legal system is further highlighted by 
the shameful and staggering rise in the numbers 
of suicides within police cells, prisons and also 
psychiatric hospitals. Following the 
implementation of the Criminal Justice Bill are 
we denied the right even to protest these 
repressive, barbaric outrages?
